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On the basis of incomplete return^ Turkey’s Justice Party, 
which has made a vigorous campaign aimed at attracting 
supporters of ex-premier Me nde res, appears to be running 
nearly even with the well established Republican Peoples 
Party — favored by the military junta. The Turks have had 
no experience with a coalition government, which appears to 
be the likely result of the elections, and an unstable 
situation is likely to develop. 
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Trinidad’s premier Williams, facing re-election, has threatened 
to repudiate the West Indies base agreement with the US. In 
addition, St. Lucia and Antigua, where there are important US 
missile-tracking and space research facilities, will face 
serious problems from Jamaica’s impending withdrawal from 
the Federation, and pressure will thus increase for renego- 
tiating agreements for these bases as well.
